The feature common to all the claims is: a viral IL-10 (vILrlO) homologue expressed during the^atent phase of 
infection by a virus of the herpesvirideae group. However, vIL-lO that is expressed during-the latent phase of 
infection by a virus of the herpesvirideae group was known at the priority date (see Jenkins, C. et al (2002), Z-GZu 
et al (200 1) and I Miyazaki et al ( 1 993)). Therefore the claims lack unity a posteriori, and can be grouped as 
follows:
